ren weresgen, No drawings on the rock were 
found, although they are known to be in many 
places, The nativg-over thia country seem (9 
he dividad into abont six tribas, speaking 
diffeant dialenta,’ though, ‘their mannora, 
cnatamna, and ‘Guperstitiona appérr the same, 
The Warramunga tribe, of which Onbadgee 
isa member, whose country lies between 

. Tennant’e Groek and Powell's Crevkz, and « 
considersble distance’ east and west of the 
line, seams to have ton Evmilics or-divisions 
regotating tho intersexun! relations. One man 
in ohief of the tribe, at whose death the 
praition devolves onthe eldest aon, unlesa he 
henot of age, when the deceased chief's 
brother acts ‘aa regent, The. Umoia tribe, 
about Cresswell Creek, baa twelve divisions.

In ‘Arnheim’s land’ the natives are very

. they drove tho horses sway for many tmilea, 
and p force of about 800 armed mon attacked 
UB. Fortunately, we drove them off without 
any injury to ourselves, The natives on the 

. South Alligator River subsist entirely upon 
natural products, and wander from place to 
place at’ certain periods of ihe year after 
particular kinds of food in ita proper season, 
Portions of the country are conaerved for two 
or throa years to allow the gameand reptiles 
to increase. Then about Augusta tribe will 
vieic the apot, and, by, setting fire to the 
grasa in patcher, will find shundanca of food.
